Greek Stamp Leads In 
First Day Cover Sales 


It becomes more and more ev- 
ident that interest in stamps and 
stamp collecting is growing by 
leaps and bounds, for now we 
have the news from Washington 
that there were 166,553 first day 
covers for the Greece flag stamp. 
This figure tops that for the stamp 
of Luxemburg ‘vhich previously 
held the high record by only 186 
covers, yet this in viev. of the 
fact that the Greece stamp as we 
have previously stated is perhaps 
the least colorful, and thus least 
attractive, of the series. 

This only confirms our belief 
that increased interest in stamps 
is producing a greater and great- 
er demand for these covers. 

The new Yugoslav stamp pic- 
tures a flag exactly like that for 
Luxemburg and Netherlands in 
design, three straight bars, but 
with a reversal of color in that

Congressional Advisors 
Propose Sharp Increase 


In U. S. Postage Rates, 


Increase of the first-class mail 
rate by lc per ounce was pro- 
posed last week by the congress- 
ional advisory staff on taxation. 

Airmail charges would be 
boosted from 6 cents to 10 cents 
per ounce, under the proposed 
scheme. Special delivery rates 
would also be increased. 

If the sharply-criticized mea- 
sure is adopted by congress, you 
will pay 3c instead of 2c for lo- 
cal letters, and 4c instead of 3c 
to send a ietter out of town. 

The advisory staff, headed by 
Colin F. Stam, is employed by 
congress to advise on revenue 
problems.

NEW U. S. VARIETY FOUND 
IN “10c AUGUST” ISSUE 


Continued From Page 1 





1861, 10c green, Type 1, first de- 
sign, a stamp known popularly as 
the “10e August,” and called the 
“Premiere Gravure” by the aes- 
thetic. The Scott catalogue desig- 
nates the stamp as No. 58. The 
10c green, Type 1, is the only un- 
modified denomination of the ser- 
ies which was placed in _ postal 
use. Of course, the 24c was reg- 
ularly issued and used but its dis- 
tinctiveness is color and paper, 
and not any basic, difference in 
design. 

As this is the announcement of 
the discovery of a new variety it 
may hardly be fitting to enter in- 
to any discussion of the merits of 
the many storms which have raged 
over the legitimacy of the so- 
called “August Issue.” Suffice it to 
say that the various terms used 
to describe these “stamps” are 
wrong; they are not an “issue”; 
they ought not to be dignified by 
any such arbitrary term as “Pre- 
miere Gravures,” and with the 
exception of the 10c and 24c, they 
are not stamps, but “essays” or 
“samples.” Perhaps a good term 
would be “sample essays.” How- 
ever, the significance of this new- 
ly-discovered variety does have a 
bearing on the whole question of 
the series, making necessary a 
strong emphasis on the correct 
status. 


this stamp he bought it is a “dou- 
ble transfer”), he noticed that the 
extra lines characterizing the “re- 
entry” did not conform to the reg- 
ular design of the stamp. He no- 
ticed, too, that the two lines form- 
ing an angle at the bottom were 
very much like the angle at the 
bottom of the 90c 1861. 

When the stamp was turned 
over to Philatelic Research Lab- 
oratories Inc. for examination, 
certain technical procedures were 
employed which brought out every 
extra line on the 10c_ stamp, 
whether within the design or in 
the margins. 

Thus, when checked with the 
90c stamp, every one of these ex- 
tra lines was found to coincide 
with similar lines of the regular 
engraving of the 90c stamp. 

Since there is no other U. S. 
stamp which even remotely re- 
sembles the 90c design, the proof 
is absolute that the plate of the 
10c Type 1 “First Design” origi- 
nally was enjered with the 90c 
stamp, in this particular position, 
at least ¥ 

Whether or not in other posi- 
tions, only time and study can tell. 
Of course, the two lines forming 
the angle at the bottom lead dir- 
ectly to the conclusion. When 
they are matched with the angle 


at the bottom of a 90c stamp, 
every extra line matches’ with 
similar lines in the 90c stamp, 


whether at top, bottom, sides or 
within the central position of the 
stamp. 

Thus we now have a new ma- 
jor variety; a complete entry of 
the 10c Type 1, first resign over a 
partially erased 90c design. It 
means that the plate of the 10c 
Type 1, which was numbered “4”, 
had, certainly in this position, and 
most likely in others, previously 
received an entry or transfer of 
the 90c stamp. Whether the origi- 
nal 90c entry was the essay de- 
sign, to which plate the number 
“8” was assigned or from the reg- 
ular 90c stamp design, plate No. 
18, cannot be determined from this 
subject, as no evidence of the dis- 
tinctive marke remain. 

Precedent Found ; 

There is precedent in United 
States stamps for such variety as 
this, but not heretofore discov- 
ered in any of the stamps of the 
National Banx Note Co. The 
1857, 3c rose Type 2, printed by 
Toppan Carpenter and Co., is one 
example. Two of these stamps 
are known which show clear 
parts of the entry of a large let- 
ter “E” in the lower right rosette. 
This letter is unlike any portion 
of the design of any of _ the 





stamps printed by that company.

It is definite proof that the plate 
had originally been entered with 
some unidentified design which 
subsequently was partially 
erased. 

The other example is found in 
the first issue of revenue stamps, 
in which the lc Express was 
printed from a plate which had 
first received a complete entry of 
the 2c Express. The 2c design 
was almost ccmpletely erased 
from the plate before the new 
entry of the lc design was trans- 
ferred but a-number of positions 
show sufficient traces of the ori- 
ginal entry to identify it posi- 
tively. 

Then, too, the “Sc Error” and 
the 2c 1908-10 “Double transfer, 
Design of ic” come to mind, but 
these last are not analgous to the 
early issues which have been 
mentioned since they were sub- 
sequent entries in selected posi- 
tions made after the plate had 
been finnshed and already in 
use. 

One must suspect that the rea- 
son for such a_ procedure was 
“economy,” but that is beside the 
point. Here is proof, now. that 
it was done, and the knowledge 
of how it was done. 

“Erasing” Complicated 

“Erasing” an entry from an in- 
taglio plate is a quite complica- 
ted procedure. To erase an en- 
tered design from a plate it is 
necessary that the plate should 
be soft and relatively malleable. 
The entry to be “erased” is ham- 
mered from the back. which has 
a tendency to cause the indented 
lines of the transfer, or engrav- 
ing, to fillup. At the same time, 
the hammered portion will be 
raised slightly above the level of 
the surface of the plate. Then 
the raised portion can be _ bur- 
nished down until it becomes ex- 
actly level with the plane sur- 
face of the plate and will then 
provide a blank on which a new 
entry can be laid down. 

Some of the line originally 
transferred may be so deeply im- 
pressed into the plate they may 
not fill up entirely, and burnish- 
ing may not eliminate them com- 
pletely. Hence any printing 
from the plate would naturally 
show traces of the original en- 


How shall this new variety be 
termed? It is hardly a “double 
transfer” in the classical sense 
of the term, nor is it strictly a 
“re-entry” or “fresh entry”. Per- 
haps the term “Double entry, ®c 
over 90c” describes it most ac- 
curately. 

At any rate, this amazing dis- 
covery is of major importance 
for it gives a new insight into 
the workings of the National 
Bank Note Co. in the days of its 
infancy. Little did they real- 
ize that their initial enterprise 
would, years hence, test the pow: 
ers of philatelic tudents to the 
utmost. Yet. with only a few 
straws at which ta grasp. a wide 
and accurate picture of their ac- 
tivities has been reconstructed 
throughout the years. 

Hidden For 80 Years 

Despite all that has been learn- 
efi, and, for some, all which they 
must unlearn, here. more than 
80 years after its issue. a new 
and entirely unknown variety is 
discovered. Of course it opens 
wide fields for speculation, but 
that is best left to the “experts”: 
what we have to say is based 
solely on fact. 

One need not look for new 
fields to conquer nor think that 
other pastures are the greenest. 
As has been so often stated in 
our writings, the field of early 
United States stamps still offers 
the greatest challenges to the 
keenest philatelic minds. New 
facts and discoveries are there for 
the student. Some may provide 
the key to unanswered questions; 
others may force formerly be- 
lieved facts into discard. But 
that is Philately; a hobby, an av- 
ocation and a_ science which 
grows and progresses logically 
and rationally, as the minds of 
students, aided by science, bring 


new and newer facts to light, 
gradually reconstructing the 
past.”

OPPORTUNITY FOR ALL IN STAMP COLLECTING 

There could be no better proof of this than the fact that this 
week we are basing our editorial on a letter from a New York stamp 
dealer who says: “I recently received some subscription blanks from 
you. I could use about 50 to 75 more which I would be glad to dis- 
tribute among customers I get from other publications .... I con- 
sider your stamp paper as the best in the U. S. 
for the average collector. Other stamp publica- 
tions publish dry articles on old rarities, “Plate 
varieties of the 10c green of 1857” or “The eccen- 
tricities of the Postmaster of Placentia in 1850.” 
In my opinion, these articles at best appeal to only 
a mere handful of specialists and wealthy ‘phila- 
telists’ who have such items in their collections. 
I’m glad they don’t appear too often in your 
paper.” 

At the same time we are printing as our lead- 
ing story this week, an article which, while it 
deals with an item of the rarity class, is not a dry 
article such as has been referred to but a bit of 

Geo. W. Linn news of a new discovery which should interest 
every collector, for all have an opportunity to make finds by care- 
ful examination of their stamps. 

We have a great belief in the fact that everyone has an oppor- 
tunity in stamp collecting to follow his own desires, that is within 
the limitations of his pocketbook. It is a fact that in stamp collect- 
ing, as in every day life, there are a great many misfits, men who 
have oodles of money to buy any kind of stamps, thus giving them 
opportunity to gather and study the classic issues, yet lacking the 
urge or the time or the plain understanding of the things that are 
involved in such study and as a result, knowledge that might be 
gleaned from an.accumulation is never dug out by these men. 

Perhaps one of the finest examples of this fact is the great ac- 
cumulation of the late Colonel Green. Heher we had a man with 
unlimited cash who bought rarities as kids buy quarter mixtures 
and piled the collections under the bed or on the closet shelf where 
they lay hidden until his death. This man owned more stamps 
worthy of study than any one man should own, since he tied up 
material that others would have been glad to study. Had Colonel 
Green employed a keen student of stamps to dismantle and assemble 
in like groups, some of the choice items he acquired, there would 
have been possibilities for new finds and discoveries for it takes 
large lots of a single stamp to make a suitable field for study along 
some lines. 

Thus it is in our daily life too, there are- thousands of young men 
in our colleges who because of wealthy parents, are able to play 
throughout their college years and neglect the opportunity that is 
theirs, while on the other hand there are as many more thousands, 
who through lack of finance are denied this opportunity, yet who 
have a craving and a longing for such opportunity, some of these 
men by sheer grit on their part do make the grade and make names 
for themselves. 

To get the most out of stamp collecting we must direct our in- 
terests along lines which will match up with our ability to provide 
raaterial and our ability to understand what we are working with. 
A man of poor means can make a remarkable collection based solely 
on cancellations found in any waste basket, if he will but go into 
the subject in a thorough manner. There are numerous other fields 
in which he can shine is he will limit his ambitions to his ability 
to satisfy them and make the most of that situation. 

It is true that many of these collectors do grasp the finer 
points of specialized study and are denied an opportunity to exer- 
cise their ability from lack of material for study. 

While our own experience in the stamp world has covered a 
period of nearly fifty years of philatelic activity, and the knowledge 
gained in those years permits up a very thorough understanding of 
the finer points of the hobby, our own inclinations have been along 
lines which do not require so much patience as must be had by a 
thorough student, for we are inclined, due to a nervous disposition, 
to want to do the whcle thing at once. Given a large accumulation 
of any single stamp we could readily develop the accumulation into 
a specialized collection and make an excellent showing with the 
material but to wait week after week and month after month for 
a “missing link” is more than we want to do. : 

Few collectors care to collect and thoroughly study their stamps 
as some of the great students have done. It is for this reason that 
we have persistently tried to make this publication one that would 
appeal to the 98% rather than the 2%. We have many men of 
means on our subscription list, who get great pleasure from stamp 
collecting, yet lack the time, or inclination or perhaps the complete 
understanding of the finer points of plate varieties and thus get 
their pleasure from a more or less general collection along some line 
that does interest them and it is chiefly to this class of collector 
that we try to cater. 

Afer all, this is the big field that provides most of the business 
in our stamp world. With only the great students as customers, the 
stamp dealers would find meager pickings.

Wide Defense Items 

One peculiar thing about this 
affair is the similarity of the in- 
itial stories that created the im- 
pression that the Wide Defense 
items were going to be scarce. A 
couple of years back at a com- 
bined meet of the Central Ohio 
Precancel Club and the Columbus 
Philatelic Club a number of Chi- 
cago dealers and collectors were 
present. They told a story of how 
badly centered the first Wide 
items at the office were and their 
intentions of waiting till better 
centered copies came up only to 
find that the Wides were all gone 
and the new Narrows were on 
sale. 

This is exactly the same tale 
the boys from Dayton told and 
th® condition of the Wide items 
they had bore out their state- 
ments. There now is a lapse of 
time while collectors chasing the 
Defense precancels, finding them 
none too plentiful, have turned 
to also gathering blocks. In the 
Chicago case there were enough 
singles to keep the stamp from 
being a rarity but blocks just 
seemed not to exist. 

Finally a few came on the auc- 
tion market and at least one 
block brought a figure somewhat 
above twenty dollars. Then came 
the break—an ad here and an ad 
there, each time the price coming 
down a little until the news fin- 
ally broke that the stamp was 
worth only a nominal figure. 
Before I make the following’ 
statements I want to say I am 
not refering to the gentlemen 
from Chicago who were present at 
the mentioned Columbus meet as 
I do not think they were con- 
nected with the unearthing of the 
Chicago items. These facts re- 
main though: A lot of ‘harm was 
done to the hobby by the greedy 
acts of those who held the un- 
earthed supply of Wide Chicago 
stamps. They knew the supply 
was sufficient to meet all “de- 
mands and the price asked was 
all out of proportion to the supply 
at hand. A very despicable trans- 
action to say the least. 

The Dayton ending is much dif- 
ferent I am very happy to re- 
port. An energetic assistant in 
the Dayton office. following . in- 
structions to move out old stamps 
first, took an inventry and in the 
process a sizeable supply of the 
Wide varieties were found. A 
Dayton collector who makes the 
rounds of the offices every week 
or so discovered them and instead 
of holding back and peddling out 
one or a few at a time at the

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PROBABLE EXPLANATION 
OF FLAG STAMP ERROR

Two Transfers Probable 

It would seem apparent that 
the process involved separate 
photographs and transfers for the 
red of the flag and the word 
NORWAY which is also in red 
for if these had been photograph- 
ed together, their is every prob- 
ability that the shift would show 
both in the flag and in the word. 

Mr. Souren has made a large 
number of photographs of these 
stamps, both of the sheet and of 
each individual stamp in the 
sheet in enlarged form. These 
photographs confirm the _ state- 
ments we have made. 

As a solution to the problem it 
is the opinion of the Philatelic 
Research Laboratories that the 
doubling in the word NORWAY 
is caused by a double exposure 
of the film or plate when the 
word was photographed to make 
the lithographic transfer. The 
fact that the word alone is dou- 
bled is evidence that the red in 
the flag and the red in the word 
NORWAY were _ photographed 
separately, else the doubling 
would show in the flag also. 

Quoting from a letter from Mr. 
Souren we find “The doubling of 
the word Norway is not due to the 
printing of the stamps, for if it 
were a variety of printing, every 
stamp in the sheet, instead of the 
first two rows only, would be 
doubled.” 

In mentioning ‘the first two 
rows”, Mr. Souren is referring to 
the sheet he has. The sheet found 
by Mr. Roberts shows the doub- 
ling at its best in the center and 
the fourth row. 


Quoting further: “In the mak- 
ing of a plate for offset litho- 
graphy, special photographic pro- 
cesses are employed. Each color 
is printed separately, and it is 
necessary to make separate neg- 
atives for each of the colors. 
There is one negative for the 
black portions of the center, such 
as the flagpole and the shading 
within the flags. There is anoth- 
er negative for the cross, a third 
negative for the red quarterings 


the printing was 


and a fourth negative for the 
word Norway. In one of the sev- 
eral photographic steps, there 


was a double exposure which ap- 
parently was overlooked by the 
worwmen and the inspectors and 
the plate manufacture was com- 
pleted with the first two rows 
showing Norway doubled.” 


Number Printed Unknown 

Thus printing from these plates 
would show the doubling on each 
sheet as printed. The next ques- 
tion then is how many sheets 
were printed. If the defective 
print was noted after the presses 
were started it would be a very 
simple matter to stop the press, 
erase the defective transfer on 
the lithographic plate and make 
a new and perfect transfer. It 
is my opinion that this was done 
because of the fact that we al- 
ready have evidence that these 
defective transfers showed up in 
different parts of sheets and 
since the announcement of this 
double there hes been but one col- 
lector who has reported finding 
the variety and this is unconfirm- 
ed as we have not seen the stamps 
in question. 

Knowing as we do, the process- 
es of offset lithography, the ex- 
planation by Mr. Souren seems 


the most plausible and whether 
we will ever have confirmation 
by the printers is a question that 
will have to await the future for 
the American Bank Note Com- 
pany is in no mood to be help- 
ful as is evidenced by a letter 
from them. ° 

We wrote the Company and 
submitted a block of these stamps 
and asked for an explanation. 
They referred the letter to Mr. 
Alvin W. Hall, Director of the 
Bureau of Engraving & Printing 
at Washington ana the two letters 
give ample evidence of about the 
most beautiful bit of “passing the 
buck” as anyone would want to 
read. We absolve Mr, Hall from 
blame in this respcet because. he 
is apparently limited by the bank 
Note Company. 


Brief Reply Received 

The letter from the Bank Note 
Company is of two brief para- 
graphs which we quote: “We have 
for acknowledgement yours of 
September 21st, requesting infor- 
mation with respect to the special 
issue of postage stamps we are 
preparing for the Post Office De- 
partment, 

“Since we are not priveleged to 
reveal details of orders entrusted 
to us, we are sending your letter 
and material enclosed therein, 
with a copy of this acknowledge- 
ment, to Mr. A. W. Hall, Director 
of the Bureau of Engraving & 
Printing at Washington, D. C., 
‘through which channel we receive 
our instructions.” 

The above letter dated Sept- 
ember 29 is in reply to our lettter 
of September 21st to the Bank 
Note Company, They must have 
stewed over the matter for sever- 
al days. 

The letter from Mr. Hall is 
quoted in part as follows: 

“With regard to your inquiry as 
to how the “shifted transfer” in 
the label occured, it is a matter 
of regret to inform you that this 
office has very little information 
with regard to the procedure fol- 
lowed in printing the overrun 
countries issues, 

“Tt is apparent that the Amer- 
ican Bank Note Company has de- 
veloped a very satisfactory pro- 
cess for producing muli-colored 
stamps and for competitive rea- 
sons does not care to divulge the 
details. In view of the nature of 
the contract entered into for the 
preparation of the overrun count- 
ries issue, the Department is not 
in a position to either answer 
technical inquiries or require the 
sub-contractors to supply the re- 
quired information.” 

Thus we find that the ABNCO 
cannot tell because of their con- 
tract with the Department and 
the Department can not tell be- 
cause the ABNCO. will not per- 
mit them to tell,

graphy. In this process the first 
thing is to photograph the copy 
that is to be printed. This photo- 
graph is then transferred on to a 
thin sheet of zinc or other metal. 
This sheet is placed around a 
cylinder on the press and this 
cylinder is under two sets of roll- 
ers, one being a set of rollers 
which deposit water on the plate, 
the other set deposits the ink on 
the plate, the plate having pre- 
viously been treated. with a gre- 
asy substance. 

The water roller will not de- 
posit water on this greasy sub- 
stance and the ink will adhere to 
this greasy substance, but not to 
the part of the plate on which the 
water is dpeosited. This cylinder 
then revolves against a cylinder 
on which there is a rubber blan- 
ket and the design on the zine 
plate is imprinted on to the rubber 
blanket. The cylinder with the 
rubber blank then revolves on a 
solid cylinder and during the rev- 
olution of this solid cylinder and 
the cylinder with the rubber 
blanket, the paper passes between 
the two and the print on the 
rubber blanket is offset on to the 
sheet of paper. Thus the name 
“Offset.” 

At a later date we intend print- 
ing a series of short articles ex- 
plaining in detail, the various 
forms and methods of printing 
with special explanation as to the 
printing of stamps,

The official records disclose that only 1,000 sheets of four of each stamp were printed 
and that the officials publicly destroyed the piates and cachets after this number was 
printed. There was a total of 1,072 covers actually flown from the U.S. A. to Mexico 
and only 922 covers from Mexico to the U.S.A. One Rocket Ship exploded in midair 
and from this ship 51 covers were recovered that were sufficiently intact to be recognized 
es such.
